Still on the Job 


He said the departm ent’s 249 
men were still out today plowing 
roads, 
especially those which 
had been open only for one-lane 
traffic yesterday. 


Dickson said all main roads 
in the county were open, bul 
there were

spots” in scattered areas, in­ 
cluding secondary roads in Up­ 
per Makefield Township where 
drifts of eight to IO feet still 
blocked traffic.

In the rich vegetable regions to 
the south around Lake Okeecho­ 
bee and Dade County (Miami), 
pole 
bean, 
tomato, 
squash, 
straw berry and cucumber grow­ 
ers fought numbing cold. 


Even as the m ercury dipped 
below freezing shortly after sun-

night, 
citrusmen 
began burning tires and big 
kerosene heaters for a two-fold 
purpose—heat and smoke.

According to Kern, his depart­ 
ment mailed out 8,993 reinstate­ 
ment cards to residents advis­ 
ing them they were delinquent 
because they had not voted for 
the past two years. Of this total, 
4,163 were Republicans, 4,511 
Democrats, 234 no party, 80 In­ 
dependent and five other parties. 


In the county, 1,407 registrants 
have been canceled, 2,226 have 
been 
reinstated 
and 
5,360 
m on 
have not been returned. 
Today is the last day for de­ 
linquent voters to return the 
cards, Kern said. 
On Feb. 3 the traveling regis­ 


trars will be sitting in various 
places in the county to register 
voters. March 9 is the last day

prim ary. 
There are 190,046 persons in 
the county who are over 21 
years of age and eligible to 
register.
